Attention  is  drawn  to  the  convenience  of  prosecuting  the  various  applications  in  examina- 
tion countries  by  one  firm  in  that  the  references  coming  from  each  country  are  considered  in  pros- 
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editing  the  applications  in  the  other  examination  countries.  The  arrangements  we  have  made 
to  provide  for  this  consideration  of  references  from  the  various  countries  abroad  has  enabled  us 
to  secure  grants  of  much  more  practical  value  to  our  clients  than  would  have  been  possible  had

Generally  speaking,  applications  should  be  filed  before  any  publication  is  made  of  the  inven- 
tion in  any  country,  unless  the  advantages  of  the  International  Convention  (see  below)  are  ap- 
plied for.  Many  valuable  rights  are  lost  abroad  by  allow^ing  inventions  to  be  published  or  the 
devices  to  be  sold  in  the  United  States  before  filing  the  U.  S.  application.  By  so  doing,  all  Con- 
vention benefits  are  lost  and  in  most  countries  valid  patents  could  not  thereafter  be  obtained. 
After  expiration  of  the  Convention  period  (12  months  from  filing  date  in  first  Convention  coun- 
try), valid  patents  can  only  be  obtained  when  applications  therefor  are  filed  having  the  following 
in  view : 

Before  Publication  of  Any  Kind,  or  Public  Use  of  the  Invention  Anywhere. — France,  Guate- 
mala, Holland,  Hungary,  Morocco,  Spain  (20  year  patent),  Sweden,  Tunis  and  Turkey. 
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Before  Printed  Publication  in  Any  Country  and  Before  Public  Use  in  the  Territory  Applied 
For. — Austria,  Belgium  (official  publication  does  not  affect  patent  of  importation),  Denmark,  Fin- 
land (official  publication  does  not  affect  for  six  months),  Germany,  Luxemburg  (before  use  in  Ger- 
many), Portugal  (before  use  also  in  Colonies),  and  South  Africa  (application  may  be  made  with- 
in 12  months  from  date  of  filing  of  the  foreign  patent.) 

Before  Printed  Publication  Anywhere. — Bolivia,  Ecuador,  Mexico,  Peru  and  Salvador  (official 
patent  publications  do  not  affect). 

Before  Public  Use  Anywhere. — Colombia  and  Cuba  ("Nacional"  Patent).

Patents  of  Addition. — Many  European  and  other  countries,  including  Great  Britain,  France, 
Germany,  Italy,  etc.,  grant  patents  of  addition  for  improvements  on  an  existing  main  patent,  under 
which  no  taxes  are  payable,  but  the  usual  working  conditions  have  to  be  complied  with.  The 
cost  of  filing  such  patent  of  addition  applications  is  about  the  same  as  for  main  patents,  and  the 
same  documents  have  to  be  furnished. 

Papers  Required  for  FiUng  AppHcations. — For  filing  Patent  Applications  we  require  specifi- 
cations in  duplicate  for  English-speaking  countries,  with  an  extra  copy  for  agents'  use.  For  other 
countries  where  English  is  not  used  one  copy  of  the  specification  suffices  for  each  country,  for 
translation  purposes.  A  power  of  attorney  is  needed  for  each  country  together  with  proper 
drawings  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  various  Patent  Offices.  Forms  of 
power,  and  special  application  documents  where  these  have  to  be  signed,  will  be  furnished  at 
any  time  on  request.  The  full  name,  address  and  occupation  should  be  furnished  in  every  case, 
including  the  street  number  and  middle  names. 


Claims. — These  may  he  furnished  in  the  American  form  and  will,  if  so  desired,  and  for  small 
additional  charges,  be  put  into  the  correct  form  before  filing  to  meet  the  varying  requirements  of 
different  offices  abroad ;  they  will  be  submitted  for  approval  before  the  cases  are  dispatched 
when  so  requested.  We  are  always  glad  to  have  a  brief  statement  as  to  the  most  important 
features  to  be  claimed,  and  if  new  functions  are  present  in  the  apparatus  these  should  be  pointed 
out  so  that  they  can  be  brought  out  in  the  claims. 

Translations. — The  initial  charges  quoted  do  not  include  any  translation  or  copying  charges. 
Wdiere  the  same  lang-uage  can  be  used  for  second  and  subsequent  countries,  translation  for  one 
country  only  is  charged  for,  copying  charges  for  the  other  countries  at  the  rate  of  30  cents  per 
100  words  being  payable  (40  cents  for  Italy),  which  would  cover  additional  stamp  fees  where 
such  are  required. 

Inclusive  Charges. — The  charges  where  quoted  on  the  inclusive  basis,  i.  e.,  to  cover  amend- 
ments, comprise  the  first  year's  tax,  or  term  taxes  as  required,  and  all  fees  payable  up  to  the 
grant  of  the  patents  assuming  no  oppositions  arc-  brought  against  the  same  and  that  no  appeals 
have  to  be  taken  against  decisions  of  the  office  rejecting  the  application.  Quotations  for  prose- 
cuting appeals  or  fighting  oppositions  will  be  given  at  any  time  on  request. 

Taxes. — The  rates  for  payment  of  taxes  are  quoted  on  our  card  index  above  referred  to  and 
include  Government,  our  own  and  our  associates'  fees  for  effecting  payments.  Notices  of  payments 
due  are  sent  out  well  ahead  of  the  dates  to  give  our  clients  ample  time  to  communicate  with  the 
patentees.  We  cannot,  of  course,  take  any  responsibility  for  non-delivery  of  notices,  but  every 
care  is  taken  in  dispatching  same,  and  a  special  department  is  maintained  to  deal  with  such  noti- 
fications. 

Remittances  should  in  every  case  accompany  instructions. 

Workings. — Where  actual  manufacture  is  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  respec- 
tive laws,  we  shall  be  glad  to  obtain  and  submit  estimates  for  carrying  out  the  work  in  advance  of 
putting  same  in  hand.  It  will  be  understood  that  the  "workings"  quoted  for  on  the  cards  should 
not  be  solely  relied  on  where  the  law  calls  for  actual  manufacture,  and  patentees  should  he  urged 
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to  take  such  additional  steps  as  will  be  conducive  to  the  esta1)lishment  of  bona  fide  commercial 
manufacture  of  the  invention,  if  they  desire  to  be  fully  armed  against  an  attack  on  the  patent  by 
reason  of  the  non-working  thereof. 

No  attack  against  a  patent  on  the  ground  of  non-working  can  be  brought  in  a  Convention 
country  until  after  three  years  from  the  date  of  the  application. 

The  rates  quoted  cover  our, own  and  our  associates'  fees  for  dealing  with  the  matter  and 
official  fees  wdiere  payable  for  certifying  or  recording  workings,  but  customs'  dues  and  freight 
on  models  or  machinery  exported  are  not  included  in  our  quoted  fees. 

No  working  is  required  in  Great  Britain  until  after  an  actual  working  on  a  commercial  scale 
has  been  set  up  in  some  other  country. 

Marking  of  Patented  Articles. — In  most  countries  the  marking  of  patented  articles  in  any 
way  is  optional ;  but  in  the  folloAving  countries  there  are  specific  requirements  or  provision  is 
made  for  special  marking  where  the  patent  is  referred  to : 

Australia. — The  word  "Patented"  followed  by  the  number  and  date  of  the  patent  should  be 
given. 

Canada. — Patented  articles  must  bear  the  word  ''Patented"  followed  by  the  year  in  which 
the  patent  was  granted. 

France. — If  marked  at  all,  patented  goods  should  bear  the  words  (after  the  marking  adopted) 
"Sans  guarantie  du   Gouvernement"  or  S.  g.   d.  G." 

Great 'Britain. — Patented  goods  should  bear  the  word  ''Patented"  followed  by  the  number  of 
the  patent  if  possible. 

Japan. — The  patented  articles,  or  the  cases  or  receptacles  containing  same  must  be  marked, 
and  a  special  form  of  marking  is  used  giving  the  number  and  date  of  the  patent  in  English  and 
Japanese  characters.     A  copy  of  the  special  marking  necessary  will  be  supplied  on  request. 

Salvador. — Patented  articles   must  carry  the  number  and  date  of  the  patent. 
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Switzerland. — Goods  may  be  marked  with  the  Federal  Cross  as  shown  on  the  Patent  Deed 
followed  by  the  number  of  the  patent. 

Holland. — Patented  goods  should  be  marked  as  follows  "Octrooi  No"  followed  by  the  num- 
ber of  the  patent. 

International  Convention. — The  following  countries  are  parties  to  the  International  Conven- 
tion:  Australia,  Austria,  Belgium,  Brazil,  Ceylon,  Cuba,  Denmark,  France,  Germany,  Great 
Britain,  Holland,  Hungary,  Italy,  Japan,  Mexico,  Morocco,  New  Zealand,  Norway,  Portugal, 
Spain,  Sweden,  Santo  Domingo,  (Dominican  Republic),  Switzerland,  Trinidad  and  Tobago,  Tunis, 
and  United  States  of  America. 

The  main  benefit  of  this  Convention  is  that  a  priority  of  twelve  months  is  obtained  in  other 
countries  after  filing  an  application  in  a  Convention  country  irrespective  of  any  publication  or 
use  that  may  have  been  made  of  the  invention  in  any  country  before  filing  the  application. 

The  benefits  of  the  Convention  should  be  claimed  when  filing  the  application,  and,  generally 
speaking,  applications  claiming  Convention  rights  may  be  filed  in  the  name  of  a  company  instead 
of  that  of  the  individual  inventor,  if  the  application  is  accompanied  by  an  assignment  of  the  rights 
for  the  particular  country  authorizing  the  company  to  apply  for  the  patent  and  to  claim  the 
benefits  of  the  Convention  in  its  own  name.  In  Great  Britain  and  the  British  Colonies  applica- 
tions under  the  International  Convention  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  copy  of  the  applica- 
tion (specification,  drawings  and  claims),  as  filed  in  the  first  Convention  country  applied  for. 
An  extension  of  time  for  filing  this  certified  copy  can  be  obtained  in  most  countries,  as  noted  on 
pages  13  and  14. 

"RUSH"  APPLICATIONS. 

In  urgent  cases  it  is  possible  to  claim  Convention  rights  by  filing  an  informal  application  on 
cabled  instructions,  where  the  United  States  patent  has  already  issued,  or  where  sufficient  details 
are  cabled  on  which  to  draw  up  a  specification,  which  would  secure  a  filing  date,  and  permit  the 
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substitution  therefor  of  proper  filing  drawings  and  complete  specifications  later.     Certified  copies 
are  required  for  other  countries,  sometimes  within  specified  dates,  as  follows :
